A new law recently passed, by the 
lUinolB leRislature reqalrerf.each public 
-officer (other than a state offices) who, 
by virtue of- his office, receives for dis- 
bursement and disburse? public funds 
In the dischargeof governtnentar or 
municipal debts and liabilities shall at 
the expiration of each fiscal year, pre- 
pare a statement of all moneys received 
and from what sources received,, giving 
Items, particulars and details; of ..all 
moneys paid out. giving the name of 
each individual to whom paid, on what 
account paid, and the amount. 

Such statement shall be subscribed 
and sworn to by the public officer, mak- 
ing such statement, and within thirty 
' days after "the expiration of such fiscal 
year shall be filed in the office of the 
•county clerk of 'the county in which 
said officer resides. ':"/-■• 

Such public officer shall bIbo,* within 
' thirty days.after the expiration of Buch 
fiBcal year cause, a true, complete and 
•correct copy of such statement to be 
published one time in a newspaper pub- 
lished in the town, district or munici- 
pality in which such public officer holds 
his office, or, if no newspaper is print- 
-edand published in said town, district 
or municipality,, then in a newspaper 
printedin the English languagepubhsh- 
«d in the county in which such public 
officer resides. . • 

The above is the actual wording ot 
the law-end is abW as .clear as it is 
possible to make it. Thus all treasurers 
(except state), whether they be coun : 
ty, city, township or school, will be re- 
quired to submit to. the people, through 
the columns of some newspaper,, a com- 
plete report, item. by . item, of the mon- 
eys handled by them during the year. 

Reading further it is found that the 
cost of such publication shall be pa Id 
by the public officer causing such pub- 
lication to be made and shall be paid 
out of the funds in his hands.. If he 
fails to do so the law provides a penalty 
for each offense by forfeiting the sum 
I of.not less than $26 nor more than $500 
to be recovered in an action of debt In 
the name of the people of the State of 
Illinois for the .use of any person who 
tnay sue for the same 

and in addition he shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon con- 
viction thereof, shall be.fined in the 
gum of not less than $25 nor more than 
$500 or imprisoned in the county jail 
not longer than one year, or be punish- 
ed by both such fine and imprisonment 
in the discretion of the court.

They have brought to their 
Father, the sting of their newest afflic- 
tion, the fresh pngo In their long 
tragedy— the slaughter of their breth- 
ren in free Gallcla. 

The bearded ciders In their faded 
caftans bend nnd sway over their 
huge tomes. Their oarlocks brush 
the yellowing leaves of prayer. Apart 
on tho cobbled' street sit shawled 
women, sear, fleshless, resting their 
quivering forms against a native hut. 
Their younger sisters, old-young wom- 
en, press the" temple ruin. Now they 
fondle the stones and now they clutch 
them In despair, choking dry sobs. 
Beyond, a girl is weeping. She has 
lived through a Russian pogrom. 
There Is a lull In the wall. For a mo- 
ment the mass of motley headgeur— 
skull caps, turbans, fezzes— ceases to 
sway. But only for a moment And 
now the little Talmud Torah boys 
come from their schools, tiny replicas, 
with their side curls and long coats, 
of their ciders.

Prank M. Vnn Epps, , serlouslj 
wounded while serving as a Y.M. C. A 
worker In the Argonne, told of some ol 
his experiences In a talk- at the Y. M. 
C. A. college here: i 

On the way to France last April; on 
the Oronsio, Van Epps and 50 other 
"Y" men narrowly escaped drowning 
when the ship was torpedoed by . a 
Germnn U-bpnt. 

Van Epps was divisional secretary 
or the Y. M..C. A. -outfit, no worked 
with the Fifth division until the armis- 
tice was signed. He was dressed up In 
a doughboy's-unlform when he arrived 
here. A limp und n kltbag slung over 
Ills shoulder containing what Is left of 
his equipment complete his couvenlrs 
of more than six months' service over-, 
sens. 

'Van Epps saw the war on four fronts 
In France and Alsace, serving In the 
flrst-llne trenches on two of them. 
When the Oronzo was torpedoed on 
April 29 CO miles off the coast of 
Wales U-boats "got" two out of a con- 
voy of seven steamships. The Oronzo 
went down In 12 minutes nfler she was 
struck, and Van Epps and other "Y" 
men lost nil their baggage, tl'hoy were 
picked up by a torpedo-boa't destroyer 
and landed at Hollyhcnd, "Wales. 

* In Front Line. 

In southern and middle Alsace, Van 
Epps was In the flrst-llne trenches and 
at St Mlhlcl, when the drive opened, 
he became n stretcher bearer after his 
'supplies ran but. Getting word to 
shift to the Argonne, he traveled all 
night by train, on trucks and afoot, 
and spent the next three weeks sleep- 
ing In shell holes and. trenches when 
he was not nt work. 

At Mndedelnc farm, on October 18, 
Van Epps and Thomas F. Iladley of 
Iowa, aootlier Y. M. C. A. man, set up 
shop. In nn?Qld barn. All but three of 
the twenty-five "Y" workers went back 
to get supplies. The barn had been 
under shell lire for several days, but 
Van Epps nnd Hndlcy decided It was 
good enough to sleep In. They built 
bed of boxes of Jum, with a tub of

DENSE FOG CAUSES DELAY 



Big "Blimp" Was Under Perfect Con- 

troli When She Hovered Over 

Roosevelt Field— Anchored In 

Five Minutes. 



Mlneola. L. L, July 8.— Another 
aerlnl triumph was recorded when the 
huge British dirigible JtJS4, the first 
llghter-than-ulr machine to fly across 
the Atlantic ocean, rounded out Its 
voyage from Europe to America .aud 
landed at Roosevelt Held here. 

After being In the air exactly 103 
hours and 12 minutes from the time 
It left East Fortune, Scotland, on the 
history making air trip. It descended 
to the ground at Mlneola without mis- 
hap, to the vociferous cheers of thou- 
sands. 

The distance traveled by the 
•'blimp," the largest airship In the 
world, is computed at 5,034 miles, 
3,090 from England to Trinity bay and 
1,944 from there to Mlneola. When 
the K-34 did arrive here It had gaso- 
line enough to carry It only 90 miles 
farther, and, according to the ofllcers 
of the airship, if this had been ex- 
hausted the trip might have ended 
disastrously. 

When It started on the special jour- 
ney at 8:48, p. m. (New York time), 
Tuesday last. It had a full supply, 
which was considered ample to take 
It hack on a return trip. 

An aimless cruise through dense 
cloudhanks over' Newfoundland and 
Novo Scotia, however, depleted this 
supply, which became so low that It 
was feared the gigantic bag would not 
be able to reach Mlneola, but would 
have to land at Montauk Point. 

That the commander and ofllcers of 
the K 34 were apprehensive was Indi- 
cated by the fact that a wireless mes- 
sage was flashed ashore requesting 
that the United States navy send out 
destroyers to take It In tow if It 
proved necessary. Fortunately it did 
liot require assistance and managed 
to reach Its goal without the slightest 
mishap. 

Tentative plans, as outlined by Gen- 
eral Menocher. call for visits to New 
York city, Philadelphia and possibly 
Washington, when the big dirigible 
will circle over these cities for an 
hour or more. 

The "blimp" was under perfect con- 
trol when she hovered over Mlneola 
and started to descend to American 
soil. It came down as gracefully as 
u bird on the wing and settled as 
snugly as could be In the center of the 
spacious aviation field. 

As the great dirigible hove into 
view hundreds of American soldiers 
and sailors who had been specially 
drilled for the task made ready to 
secure It Immediately It touched terra 
Anna. The first rope anchor thrown 
overboard was seized by GO men, who 
fastened It to the concrete piling, and 
the historic voyage of the huge airship 
was at an end. 

Five other anchors were thrown 
over and made fast to the other moor- 
ing blocks. 

When the It-34 hnd been secured 
(Jen. Edward M. Mnltland of the Brit- 
ish royal ulr force, the official ob- 
server, and his companions stepped 
to the ground. All were disheveled 
and on the verge of collnpse, none of 
them having had more than two or 
three hours' sleep since the voyage 
began. 

The British ofllcers of the big dirigi- 
ble rnn true to form when attempts 
wore made to Interview them upon 
their historic flight. They were ex- 
tremely reticent, but one of them de- 
clared that the trip was uneventful 
and "rather sweet." 

Considerable praise was heard at 
ithe field of the expert manner In 
•which the American soldiers and sail- 
ors secured the cumbersome dirigible 
to Its moorings when it landed. They 
Jiad been drilled In their work, but It 
was not expected that they could have 
•secured the craft in five minutes, as 
they. did.

Cleveland, O.. July 7.— Cleveland s 
transit facilities are completely para- 
lyzed. Both traction company and 
union officials ugreo that the entire 
force of 2.G00 motormeu and conduc- 
tors have walked out. The men de- 
mand a fiat Increase of 12 cents an 
hour. The company has offered an 
increase of G cents an hour, but the 
men are standing pat on their de- 
mand. 

The car company attempted to run 
several cars manned by dispatchers 
and Inspectors, but were forced to give 
up the attempt when strikers stoned 
the cars, Injuring several persons. 

Inadequate police protection was the 
reason given by compnny officials for 
abandoning their plan to run cars. 

Champaign, 111., July 7.— Fearing 
violence at the hands of the strikers, 
street ear men who have been operat- 
ing the cars here since the strike 
stnrted last Thursday, refused to go 
out on their runs and no attempt was 
made by the company to run any of 
the cars. The street car company an- 
nounced that the cars will be put in 
operation. 

NEW YORK-CHICAGO AIR MAIL 

Long-Delayed Service Begins With 

Flight Made In Less Than 

Nine Hours. 



Chlcngo. July 3.— The long-delayed 
aerial mall service between New York 
and Chicago was successfully begun 
Tuesday. Several sacks of mall which 
left New York at 5:15 a. m. arrived 
here at 12:5S p. m., thus establishing 
a less than nlne-hoiir service between 
America's two greatest cities. 

The trip was made In three relays 
and marks the opening of a regular 
dally service such ns Is now In opera- 
tion* between Chicago and Cleveland 
and between New York and Washing- 
ton.

DEMPSEYIS WORLD CHAMPION 



Former Title-Holder Is Whipped, From 

the Start—He Never Had a Chance 

—Was Knocked Down Seven 

Times .In the First Inning. 



Toledo, O.; July. 6.— Today Jack 
Dempsey Is taking bows as tho 'latest: 
champion of the heavyweight boxing 
brigade. He won the championship be- 
fore 50,000 spectators, 

Jess Willard quit in his corner after 
three rounds, during which ho was 
kuocked dow.n seven _ .times and 
punched into n bloody mass around 
the faicc. He was whipped from the 
jump and never had n chance: with the 
tremendous and cyclonic Dempsey. All 
of the knockdowns- occurred in tho 
opening round. 

Willurd actually was counted out 
once, tho last time he went down. But 
he was? saved by the gong, which rang 
n few seconds before Referee Olllc re- 
cord had finished the count. Pecord in 
his excitement stepped over to Demp- 
sey and lifted his hand in token of vic- 
tory. 

Dempsey rushed back to his corner, 
ducked under the rppes and started to 
Bcamper down one of the long aisles. 
Jack kearns, the Dempsey manager, 
had entered the ring during the mlxup 
and heard the timekeeper, Warren 
Barbour, shouting that IVillard had 
not been counted out before the hell 
rang. Then there was a mad scramble. 
Kearns and a couple of seconds rushed 
down the aisle and brought Dempsey 
back. 

Wlllard, who had been punched 
dizzy, was sitting In his corner with a 
silly smile, and did not know what It 
was nil about. He answered the bell 
mechanically. Then they went ahead 
without much to rufllc the situation. 

Dcmpsey's long, swinging left hooks 
did the business. 

First Round. 
Jess was the first to lead with a light 
left to Dompsey's face. The -cham- 
pion followed with a short choppy 
right to head after taking another 
left to face. Dempsey shot a left to 
body, a fierce mlxup followed, with 
both punching lefts nnd rights to head. 
Both stood up under the punishment. 
Suddenly Dempsey rushed la and 
pasted Wlllard to the chin. He took 
the seven count nnd looked foolish, 
and when he got up Dempsey shot an- 
other right hook to the Jaw. Demp- 
sey tore after Jess, handing out ter- 
rific punishment to the champion's 
chin. Again Wlllard went down, but 
Dempsey never let up In that furious 
attack. He simply punched Wlflnrd 
crazy. Three more times he kno.cked 
Wlllard to the floor, and finally the bell 
on the last knockdown found Wlllard 
sitting on the canvas, silly but not un- 
conscious. It was a terrific round for 
the champion to cover. Dempsey 
thought he had won and Jumped out 
of- the ring, when De Forest grabbed 
him back. Jess* right eye was closed 
from right-hand hooks and he was In 
sad condition. 

Second Round. 
The minute's rest helped Wlllard, 
but Dempsey came right back with 
the gong, but continued to batter big 
Jess unmercifully with a left hook to 
body nnd right to Jaw, with punches 
that carried the force of a pile driver. 
The champion tried hnrd to fight 
back, but his efforts were feeble. He 
had been punished too much. Wlllard 
stood up nil of the second round nnd 
he took punches that would fell an

Treaty Will Be Terminated When Suf- 
ficient Protection Is Assured- 
British Will Aid. 

- Paris, July , 5.— The texts of the 
agreements between France and the 
United States and France and Great 
Britain have been given ' out by • the 
foreign ofllce. The agreement with the 
United States cites articles of. the 
peace treaty prohibiting Germany from 
fortifying either the right or the left 
bank of the Ilhlne or assembling forces 
within thirty miles east of the Rhine 
and provides, In case theso provisions 
do not assure France proper security 
and protection, that the United States 
Is bound to come Immediately to the 
aid Of France If any unprovoked act 
of aggression is made against her by 
Germany. 

It Is provided that the treaty shall be 
submitted to the council of the League 
of Nations, which shall decide whether 
to recognize It as an engagement in 
conformity with the league covenant, 
nnd also provides Unit the treaty shall 
be submitted to the United States sen- 
ate nnd the French parllameat for 
approval. 

"The guaranty pact" »s the Parisian 
press calls the treaty between tho 
United States and France, gives gen- 
eral satlsfacllon here. All newspapers, 
however,' point out that, according to 
tho text of tho Instrument, America 
goes farther than Great Britain does 
In tho treaty between France and that 

country. 

By article Ij>f the American-French 
treaty "the United States of America 
will be bound to come to the aid of 
France immediately," it is pointed out, 
while article I of tho Anglo-French 
agreement only says: "England con- 
sents to come." etc.

"Salu publics supremn lex," the pub- 
lic welfare Is tho supreme law, the an- 
cient motto of the Romans, Is being 
applied by the Italian government nt 
this critical moment of the national 
life of Italy. 

"The government closed one eye; In- 
deed, In some cases, both, for so long 
that the people took the law In their 
own hands," said n leading itnllau 
statesman. <f 

"They were aiming to give a harsh, 
but deserved, lesson to profiteers. It 
wns right thjit the people should pun- 
ish these who made millions through 
tho sufferings of the entire population 
which for over four years strained 
every nerve In the fnce of tho greatest 
struggle of Its history. 

"With pitiless energy, however, as 
pitiless ns Its leniency heretofore, tho 
government now Intends to repress 
any attempt to transform a just pro- 
test Into something more serious." 

Florence hns been occupied by mili- 
tary forces and the machine guns of 
the troops were not tnken there mere- 
ly for show. They were used n gainst 
mobs and robbers. The same thing 
hns happened at other most rebellious 
centers, especially at Ancona and 
Brestla, where many persons were 
wounded. 

However, all now Is quiet nt Flor- 
ence, as the strike was declared off at 
midnight Saturday. 

In Genoa, where the uprising ngnlnst 
the cost of living took a most orderly 
form, the people Imposed a reduction 
In all prices, watched the carrying out 
of this order and prevented any vlo- 
ence against shopkeepers. They In- 
tervened whenever attempts were 
made to ransack shops, putting down 
the disorderly elements with much 
grentcr energy thim the police ever 
used. At Mllnn the people have pre- 
sented nn ultimatum, demanding that 
the prices of all necessities bo materi- 
ally reduced by Tuesday. 

A mob ransacked nearly all the shoe 
shops at Palermo, the troops belug 
called too late to prevent plllnglng. 
When they nppenrcd they were re- 
ceived with applause, the crowd shout- 
ing to the soldiers, "No firing, boys; 
*c nre not nt the front. Here we are 
nil brothers nnd nre ngnlnst the vam- 
pires who have starved us.". 

From all towns v.ticre disorders have 
occurred the same report Is coming. A 
week ngo everything could be bought 
at high prices, but 'now the shops are 
closed, goods are lncklng and noth- 
ing can be found. Entire families in 
mnny places nre in despair to find 
something- to eat

When seen at Camp Dlx by a re-, 
porter for The World. Stlerhelm was 
the perfection of modesty, reticence, 
and otherklndrcd virtues. Only by a 
most rigorous third degree was it pos- 
sible to extract his story from him. 

Stlerhelm was drufted while he wob 
working in the. Sparrows Point ship- 
yard near Baltimore. For the greater 
part of his 27 years he has followed 
Ids trade of carpenter He was sent 
to Camp Meade, Maryland, and there 
trained for service. He drilled wth 
the rest of the* men and went with 
them to the rifle range. At last Uie 
regiment .sailed for France.:

"I drilled with a rltle over thero for | 
•' two days," Stlerhelm said, "and then 
1 decided to have the courage of my

"I do not claim any connection witn 
any religious creed..

New Haven.— In nn interview with 
George E. Nichols, professor of bot- 
any in the Sheffield Scientific school 
of Yale university, new facts were 
brought, out concerning the use of 
moss in surgical dressings during the 
war. Prof. 'Nichols was botanical ad- 
visor for the Amerlcun Red Cross and 
did v more thnn any other Individual 
to Introduce the uso of sphagnum moss 
Into the American medical profession 
for surgical purposes. 

In Europe this moss has been used 
for many years In surgery, but nev- 
er before In this country. In Connecti- 
cut alone there are twenty-five differ- 
ent kinds of sphagnum and on tho 
North American continent there nro 
at least forty. Of these forty only 
two or'thr'pi are actually used. 
Adopted by Red Cross. 
Durldg thb war Dr. Nichols made 
extensive studies of various regions 
where sphagnum is found and ex- 
plained methods of collecting nnd of 
making it into dressings, and In 
March, 1033, tho American Bed. Cross 
officially adopted this moss. Since that
